FEW CHANGES 


According 
to word 
received 
here yesterday, a rough draft of 
a tentative new bill has been 
prepared which in general em ­ 
bodies certain changes suggested 
by the Governor in his veto mes­ 
sage to the senate two weeks ago. 
This 
proposed 
new 
measure, 
which in reality is said to be only 
the old tram way bill changed so 
as to contain certain features ask­ 
ed for by the Governor, has not 
yet been Introduced as far as it 
is known here. However, it is 
said 
that 
both Senator John 
Phillips and Assemblyman Nel­ 
son Dilworth have a spot for the 
bill on the calendar. 
It is understood here that the 
chief change in the new tramway 
bill is the method of selection of 
the Palm Springs W inter Park 
Authority. The new measure pro­ 
vides the authority will comprise 
five members 
as follows: the 
state 
director of natural 
re­ 
sources, the chairman of the state 
park commission, the chief of the 
state division of parks, one mem­ 
ber 
appointed 
by 
th e 
Palm 
Springs city council 
and 
one 
member appointed by th e River­ 
side county board of supervisors. 
Another important item is the 
change in title of the tramway 
property.

Ramon Road 


Beautification 


Now Under Way 


Under the supervision of City 
Street Superintendent Jerry San­ 
born. a noteworthy street beauti­ 
fication program has been start­ 
ed on East Ramon Road. 
Initial move was the planting 
of some 120 alternate white and 
red oleander bushes along the 
north side of the street, separ­ 
ating the paved roadbed from the 
horse trail. This planting starts 
with a palm tree at the com er 
of Indian avenue and Ramon and 
now extends east for a quarter 
of a mile. The palm tree was 
purchased with the balance of 
the money remaining in the H. 
Earl Hoover beautification fund. 
Beautification is also under 
way at the east end of Ramon 
Road, where a large number of 
tamarisk 
trees 
were 
recently 
planted to conceal the sewage dis­ 
posal plant and the city dump 
from the county road. According 
to Sanborn, the city has plenty 
of water from the disposal plant 
to use for irrigating these trees. 
Councilman Harry Plymire is 
donating the water for irrigating 
the row of oleander bushes just 
planted along the north side of 
Ramon Road. 
City Councilman Frank Persh­ 
ing, chairman of the street com­ 
mittee, at the council meeting 
Wednesday night of this week 
announced that the 
city 
will 
greatly appreciate donations of 
oleanders for continuing the R a­ 
mon Road planting on east, even 
as far as the waste disposal plant 
if possible. People wishing to do­ 
nate either oleanders or palms 
for this beautification program 
should get in touch with C i t y 
Street Superintendent Sanborn by 
phoning 933. 


As 
explained this week by 
Chairman Harstad, the local pro­ 
gram is to be wider in scope than 
the home defense plans developed 
by other cities. In addition to be­ 
ing a program for civil home de­ 
fense, it will include a master 
plan for relief and a method of 
procedure in time of community 
disaster such as flood, earthquake, 
fire, riot, etc. It is hoped to de­ 
velop it as a permanent plan.

Fire Chief Leonesio will be in 
charge of the volunteer firemen, 
the Rescue Club and the signal 
system. The fire horn will

used as a signal to call any one 
or all units to duty in emergency. 
Dr. Russell Gray is in charge 
of the doctors’ division. The Red 
Cross, nurses, emergency f i r s t 
aid stations, temporary hospitals, 
cots and equipment, and ambu­ 
lance unit will be under the com­ 
mand of Mrs. Earl Gibbs. 
The American Legion,

Ray Tompkins, will be in charge 
of 
selection

guards, the appointment of offi­ 
cers, transportation for guards, in 
charge of farms and ammunition,

state of California, subject to the 
rights of the bondholders. 
S tate Sets Rales 
Some o th er interesting features 
of the proposed new bill are said 
to be as follows: The tram w ay 
authority w ill not have the right 
to set its ow n rates; rates must 
have the approval of the state 
park commission. 
The area that 
can be controlled by the authority 
is limited to only those sections on 
top of the m ountain which are 
served by the tram w ay, C h i n o 
Canyon and the sections the tram ­ 
way passes over, and the lands 
through w hich the auto road pass­ 
es from the highw ay to the tram ­ 
way take-off. U nder the proposed 
bill the authority can construct 
pow er houses, develop and pipe 
w ater, dig drainage systems and 
develop other utilities if they are 
needed.

ganization of a photographic sec­ 
tion:

quarters in the police station, de­ 
velopm ent of a m essenger service 
betw een units: airplane observa­ 
tion; and the location 
of 
tele­ 
phone, telegraph and radio ex ­ 
perts who w ill volunteer to help 
in the program. 
The radio, telegraph and tele­ 
phone experts can serve in time 
of disaster by developing extra 
radio ears by converting ordinary 
car radios to the local police band. 
A system of evacuation under 
all conditions for school children, 
hospitals and other persons m ust 
be developed.
